"This agreement has been in 
the works for some time," said 
Robert A. Williams, attorney 
for Florida Rural Legal 
Services. "During the past year, 
U.S. Sugar has made major 
reforms, including providing 
access to its farm labor housing 
so that Florida Rural Legal 
Services outreach workers 
could talk to the sugarcane 
cutters about their working 
conditions. Where problems 
have been found, the Company 
and Florida Rural Legal 
Services have worked together 
to resolve them without 
litigation. We believe any 
future problems can be solved 
in the same spirit of 
cooperation and understanding. 
These positive changes Rave 
caused’us to reassess our 
longstanding opposition to the

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Citizens protest cuts 
in public safety

Belle Glade--Emotions are 
running high on the issue of 
cutting three firefighter 
positions, a fire inspector job 
and parking the city's fire 
rescue truck. , 

Several citizens spoke to 
Belle Glade Commissioners 
Monday night asking them to 
reconsider the cuts. Concerns 
were also voiced about cuts at 
the police department. 

Budget sessions have been 
going on in the city and 
managers say they are facing 
the toughest budget in the 
city's history. 

"Drastic cuts were made,” 
said Commissioner Steve 
Weeks in a handout to the 
residents, but "even after cuts 
were made in preparation for 
presenting a balanced budget to 
the Commission, there was still 
à $400,000 shortfall.” 

Cutting three of the positions 
will save the city an estimated 
$85,000, according to City Man- 
ager Lomax Harrelle. He said 
the Fire Inspector position has 


been vacant for some time and 
that for the past two years the 
fire department hasn't been up 
to full staffing most of the time. 

"Right now, were having 
difficulty making payroll and 
paying outstanding bills," he 
said, but as of now, he stressed, 
the positions are fully funded in 
the October 1 budget. 

Torri Brackins, an ambulance 
driver for Everglades Memorial 
Hospital Ambulance Service, 
gathered 600 signatures on a 
petition asking commissioners 
to continue funding the jobs 
and the fire rescue truck. 

"I really, really beg you not to 
do this and not to cut the fire 
rescue truck,” she said. ""It 
would be devastating to the 
community. A lot of people are 
claiming there is a duplication 
of services within the city. 
There isn't." Her husband; 
Gary, is a lieutenant with the 
Belle Glade Fire Department. 

She presented commissioners 
with statistics that show Belle
